Their collection is not excelled 
by any in the country, and equalled by only one or 
two in the East. When last winter their magnifi- 
cent establishment was burnt, every lover of Litera- 
, ture and Art lost heart, but the flames had not 
ceased burning ere the unquenchable enterprise 
and liberality of the firm were dispatching to Europe 
for a collection which should as far surpass the old 
as that surpassed any other west of the seaboard. 
We say “liberality,” for when mere money-making 
is the object of the bookseller, he imports few of 
these costly works except on special order. The 
profit is small, the capital invested larye, and the 
risks great, but Messrs. Griggs & Co. felt that they 
owed something to the finer culture and higher 
wants of our young community, and this thought 
seems to have been prominent in selecting their 
new stock. 

The result is, as will be seen by reference to the 
large list which we publish on the back of our 
paper, a collection which would be an honor to a 
far older and wealthier metropolis than ours.
